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Flood plan for beach

A PLAN to minimise the risk of flooding 
and coastal erosion at Seaton beach is to 
be drawn up by East Devon District Coun¬ 
cil (EDDC). 

The council is assisted by other bodies includ¬ 
ing Seaton Town Council, Seaton parkrun, Axe 
Yacht Club and Seaton Sea Anglers. 

Those involved met for the first time and their 
brief is to produce a Beach Management Plan 
(BMP) for Seaton. 

An EDDC spokesperson said: “Seaton’s beach 
is an integral part of the town’s defences from 
flooding and coastal erosion. 

“It diffuses wave energy and protects the sea¬ 
wall from damage, as well as reducing wave over¬ 
topping. 

“Once it has been formulated, the BMP will act 
as a tool for managing the beach and minimising 
the risks of flood and coastal erosion.” 

The BMP will take into account other uses and 
functions of the town’s beach, and the town coun¬ 
cil is in the process of developing a seafront mas¬ 
terplan. 
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It is envisaged that Seaton’s BMP will cover the 
coast from Seaton Hole in the West along to Axe 
Harbour in the East. 

The meeting was chaired by district councillor 
and Seaton mayor Marcus Hartnell. 

Topics for discussion took in concerns over cliff 
stability along Old Beer Road. 

The Environment Agency will also assist, and 
has been tasked with appointing a consultant 
who will prepare the BMP in 2017. The project 
will be tendered in the new year with planned 
completion in autumn 2017. 

Commenting on the meeting, Councillor Iain 
Chubb, EDDC’s portfolio holder for the environ¬ 
ment said: “It is important that a long-term strat¬ 


egy is put in place to protect both the residential 
and commercial interests of Seaton. 

“However, this is a delicate balancing act that 
has to take into account environmental concerns 
and the natural course of erosion. 

“The BMP process will improve our under¬ 
standing of the coastal processes and risks, and 
help guide future decision making. 

“The BMP is a community project and we will 
be undertaking full public consultation on the 
plan throughout its various stages.” 

Councillor Hartnell said: "The development of 
a BMP for Seaton is vitally important so that we 
have a clear plan going forward in managing our 
coastline and protecting our town.

Event organiser Kim Buckley 
explained that the grand total in¬ 
cludes what was raised during 
the week in July, plus donations 
from Jurassic Coast Bikers (JCB) 
and Bovis Homes. 

She added: “A massive thank 
you to everyone who donated 
and helped out during the week. 


“It was a great weekend. Let’s 
hope next year will be even bet¬ 
ter. Thank you all for your sup¬ 
port for this amazing charity.” 

DAAT volunteer Simon Card 
accepted the cheque on behalf of 
the charity, and said: “It is a fan¬ 
tastic amount, and it requires a 
huge effort to raise it.We are 
very grateful. 

“It will be a great help towards 
night-time flying.” 

DAAT started night-time flying 
this autumn and the service is 
available until midnight, the pre¬ 
vious cut off point having been 
end of daylight. 

DAAT has been working with 
communities to develop a net¬ 
work of floodlit community land¬ 
ing sites for some time. 

A number of such sites are al¬ 


ready up and running, but it is an 
ongoing project. 

A DAAT spokesperson said: “A 
community landing site, which is 
funded and managed by the local 
community, could be located on 
a green, field, sports pitch or 
playing field.” 

Key features of a night landing 
site include a flat open area of at 
least 50m x 50m on grass, tar¬ 
mac or concrete plus pedestrian 
access onto the site and vehicle 
access close by.

“I found it particularly interesting listening to 
people who have had past experience of working 
off the beach, and understanding the reasons why 
they no longer operate. There were some inter¬ 
esting ideas as to how we could change this to en¬ 
courage more activity on the beach, whilst also 
improving our coastal defences.”

EDFG joins a network of 49 
groups across England cover¬ 
ing over 200,000 hectares of 
farmland and woodland 
under the Natural England- 
funded Farm Facilitation Sch¬ 
eme programme. 

Mike Ellingham, retired NFU 
Regional Advisor and former 
AONB Partnership member, 
will be chairing the group and 


said: “I am pleased that the 
AONB team have secured this 
funding with our partners. 

“It will provide opportuni¬ 
ties to bring the local farming 
community together to dis¬ 
cuss and develop modern 
farming and environmental is¬ 
sues that affect all their farms 
at a critical time.” 

EDFG has a committee of 
local farmers and woodland 
owners. 

They will be assisted by 
Roland Stonex of Farming and 
Wildlife Advisory Group 
South West, Mike Symes 
from the Devon Greater 
Horseshoe Bat project and 
Pete Youngman from the 


AONB team. 

Farmers signing up to the 
Farm Facilitation Scheme will 
receive a 20 per cent uplift on 
their application score for 
mid-tier Countryside Steward¬ 
ship and will be eligible to at¬ 
tend free training and advis¬ 
ory workshops. 

The group is open to farmers 
and woodland owners in the 
Coly Valley, Branscombe, 
Southleigh, Offwell and Shute 
areas.

Hotelier’s planned boost 
for trade turns nasty

POLICE are investigating abu¬ 
sive phone calls to a 
Branscombe hotelier after he 
was outed as the spitting image 
of Peter Kay's Phoenix Nights 
character - Brian Potter. 

Keith Monaghan, 60, and his 
wife Judith, 64, say they have 
faced several x-rated phone calls 
prompted by their appearance on 
TV show The Hotel Inspector. 

Initially there was no problem 
but a recent repeat screening of 
the episode sparked the abuse. 

The programme inadvertently 
showcased Keith's likeness to 
grumpy Potter including a thick 
northern accent, wavy grey hair, 
chubby facial features and thick 
glasses. 

To make matters worse, Keith 
also broke his leg at the time of 
filming which left him in a 
wheelchair - just like Potter. 

But it is not just his physical 
profile that has been compared. 

Guests at the two-star Bulstone 
Hotel had nicknamed him 
"Brian Potter" because of his 
mannerisms and sense of hu¬ 
mour - but he had no idea who 
the character was until the reac¬ 
tion to his television appearance. 

But a lot of the attention has 
now turned nasty. 

He said: "The obscene and 
abusive phone calls started over 
the weekend before last. 

"One person called pretending 
to make a booking, then they 
started to get a little bit more 
coarse, then the F-word came 
out, then the C-word came out, 
then the B-word came out." 

Keith said the calls started 
after an episode of The Hotel In¬ 
spectors was repeated on My5. 

The couple had invited the pro¬ 


gramme’s Alex Polizzi to film at 
their traditional two-star hotel in 
the hope of getting tips to boost 
trade. 

But all the focus was on his 
comedy double with even actor 
Paddy McGuinness, who ap¬ 
pears as a bouncer in Phoenix 
Nights, getting involved. 

He tweeted: "So now you 
know why there's no more 
Phoenix Nights. Brian Potter is 
on tonight's #hotelinspector". 

After the negative reviews 
from the show Keith pleaded for 
Peter Kay to come and meet him 
in the hope it will revive the for¬ 
tunes of the Branscombe hotel. 

Keith, originally from 
Sheffield, has run the family- 
friendly hotel with his wife Ju¬ 
dith for 20 years. 

He said: "I'd never watched 


Phoenix Nights or heard of Peter 
Kay until a few months ago, 
when a guest said I was just like 
him - my mannerisms, the way I 
talk, the whole thing. 

"We want to make something 
positive happen out of this dis¬ 
astrous experience, so I would 
like to invite Peter Kay to the 
hotel. 

"It would be great to have him 
here so we can be pictured to¬ 
gether. 

"Guests have always told me I 
am very similar to Brian Potter, 
but I did not take much notice as 
I had no idea what they were on 
about it. 

"Then we were on television 
and it was all everyone was talk¬ 
ing about. 

"As I was in a wheelchair like 
him it was even worse." 


New Seaton councillor is co-opted

Grenade found in river 

A ROYAL Navy Bomb Disposal unit was called 
to Seaton after a hand grenade was spotted in 
River Axe. 

Beer Coastguard Rescue Team assisted the 
bomb disposal team along with the police. 

They were called at 10.51am on Thursday, 
December 15th and a spokesperson for Beer 
Coastguard Rescue Team said: “A hand 
grenade was seen at low water in the River Axe 
at Seaton. 

“The item was confirmed as a Second World 
War hand grenade and was made safe by the 
explosive ordnance disposal team before they 
removed it from the river bed and took it away 
for disposal. 

“It was still in reasonable condition considering 
it has been in the mud for more than 70 years.”

THE FIRST exhibition of the year 
at Ilminster Arts Centre celebrates 
the success of the artists who were 
the prizewinners of the Ilminster 
Open Competition in 2016.

So 
here’s the result - back to 
the roots for two Croydon 
boys who only ever 
wanted to be Woody 
Guthrie or Jack Kerouac.”

150 pro shows, 50 celebs, 
30 amateur performances, 
and one year of theatre fun 


W ITH the end 
of 2016 fast 
approach¬ 
ing, I thought it 
would be fitting to 
appraise my adven¬ 
tures in theatreland 
over the last 12 
months. It’s been an 
epic year, as I’ve vis¬ 
ited over 30 amateur 
shows and around 
150 different profes¬ 
sional productions. 
I’ve revisited some 
of my favourite long 
running musicals, 
including Wicked 
(which I watched 
eight times), Kinky 
Boots (five times) 
and The Phantom 
of the Opera (just 
twice!). 

I have also met and 
interviewed around 
50 celebrities of 
varying degrees of 
fame including Sir 
Ian McKellen (intel¬ 
ligent and impos¬ 
ing), Catherine Tate 
(frosty), David Has- 
selhoff (bizarre) and 
one of my musical 


theatre idols, Ruthie 
Henshall, who was 
an absolute delight. 
The highlight how¬ 
ever, was when I got 
to have coffee with 
some of the real Cal¬ 
endar Girls, who 
were promoting a 
new musical based 
on their story, which 
has been written by 
Gary Barlow and 
Tim Firth and will 
open in the West 
End early next year. 
I was taken with 
how passionate they 
are about the char¬ 
ity they set up over 
18 years ago to raise 
money for victims 
of blood cancer and 
their families- truly 
inspirational. 

I also caught some 
new shows includ¬ 
ing Harry Potter 
and the Cursed 
Child (awesome, but 
I had a nap), Dream- 
girls (superb), Half 
a Sixpence (glori¬ 
ous) and Aladdin 
(heart-warming) 


plus a few, which 
have already been 
and gone like 
Groundhog Day, 
Guys and Dolls, 
Funny Girl, and 
Mrs. Henderson 
Presents. 

I’ve seen straight 
plays, comedies, cir¬ 
cus, one man 
shows, two handers, 
Shakespeare and 
some fully staged 
extravaganzas, but I 
have to say it’s still 
the musicals, which 
are my real source 
of joy, with shows 
like Kinky Boots, 
The Book of Mor¬ 
mon and Mamma 
Mia!, always worth 
a visit if you are 
feeling low. 

If I had to choose 
my favourite, it is 
still Wicked how¬ 
ever; the musical 
which follows the 
witches of OZ and 
offers everything I 
want from a night 
out at the theatre. 
I’ll be sneaking 
along to the Apollo 
Victoria theatre to 
see it next week for 
the 21st time! 

From the plethora 
of local talent I have 
been very fortunate 
to witness this year 
I would have to 
choose Colyton 
Theatre Group’s 
Cinderella as my 
top production; hi¬ 
lariously funny, 
well directed and 
not too self-indul¬ 
gent (something 
which is often an 
issue with non-pro¬ 
fessional shows). 

2017 will offer an¬ 
other theatrical 
feast for audiences 
in the local area, 
with both Lyme 
Regis Pantomime 
Society and Axmin- 
ster Drama Club 


presenting their 
takes on Robinson 
Crusoe at the begin¬ 
ning of the year. 
Cudos in Crewk- 
erne are promising 
an extravaganza 
with their pan¬ 
tomime Rapunzel 
and the Membury 
Merrymakers are 
putting on Pan¬ 
dora’s Box The Pan¬ 
tomime in their 
village hall. Other 
highlights will in¬
